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HISTORY OF THE RESCRIPT. 


| Shows How Forces of Reaction and of 
Liberalism Fought. 


By The Associated Press. 

ST. PETERSBURG, March 6,.—1:15 A. M. 
—The history of Friday's imperial rescript, 
as it has been authoritatively disclosed to 
The Associated Press, sheds a curious and 
illuminating light upon the struggles for 
ascendancy between the forces of reaction 
and of liberalism, which are raging about 
the Emperor, again compelling one to 
draw a parallel with the French Revolu- 
tion and impressing the truth of Prince 
Bismarck’s famous remark that every- 
thing King Louis XVI. did to preserve 
his throne came a day too late. 

Substantially the decision to permit rep- 
resentatives of the people to participate 
in a consultative capacity in consideration 
of projected reforms and preparation of 
laws had been taken by the Emperor three 
months ago, on the advice of Prince Svia- 
topolk-Mirsky, and had been actually in- 
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peror recommending it. 


Czar Reassures Ministers. 


The manifesto was signed and issued 
after midnight Thursday, without the 
knowledge of the Ministers, who were 
thunderstruck. But upon their arrival 
at Tsarskoe-Selo Friday afternoon the 
Ministers were relieved when the Em- 
peror informed them that the manifesto 
would not interfere with the rescript, 
which he had resolved to sign, explaining 
the connection between the two, as stated 
in The Associated Press dispatches of | 
March 4. It is the fact, however, that the 
Ministers were so fearful that some ad- 
verse influence might intervene before 
it could appear in the regular morning 
edition of the Official Messenger of Sat- 
urday that it was made public instantly 
upon their return to St. Petersburg, and 
at the same time the Ministers ordered 
its publication in a special edition of 
The Messenger, 

Notwithstanding the paensof praise with 
which some of the Russian papers greet 
the document, hailing it with such ex- 
pressions as ‘“‘ the dawning of a new era 
for the Slav race,” ‘‘ The rubicon of mis- 
trust has been crossed,’’ “‘ the moment for 
which we have been thirsting with trem- 
vling, longing, and tortured souls has ar- 
rived,”’ and ‘‘the voice of the people at 


,ast will be heard in the councils of the 
empire,’”’ there is the greatest diversity of 


views as to what is actually intended; but 
by evident design all translate the im- 
perial rescript as a promise of a real 
legislative chamber, upon which they in- 
tend to make the fight.

RECIPROCITY WITH GERMANY. 


Washington Discussing Kaiser’s Wish 
for Treaty. 


WASHINGTON, March 5.—The Berlin 
advices indicating a purpose on the part 
German Foreign Office to renew 
its efforts to secure something in the 
nature of a reciprocity treaty with the 
United States have attracted much atten- 
tion in official circles here, as it has been 
known for some time past that this was 
in contemplation. In fact, this matter 
has taken shape semi-officially through 
the presentation to Secretary Hay of reso- 
lutions adopted by the American Board of 
Trade of Berlin favoring such an ar- 
rangement. 

The negotiation by the German Govern- 
ment of a set of new trade treaties with 
Austria, France, and Russia, extending to 


these countries preferential tariff rates 
on many natural and manufactured prod- 
ucts now imported in great quantities 
from America, has made it certain that 
our trade with Germany would be almost 
extinguished, unless some compensating 
arrangement could be made. 

Emperor William himself has foreseen 
the growth of much ill-feeling between 
Germany and the United States as a re- 
sult, and he has specially charged Baron 
Sternburg to do everything possible to 
avert this by negotiating a treaty with 
this Government that would place the 
American producers on the same basis 
with those of Europe.

IMPROVED COTTON CULTURE. 

The story told by Dr. B. T. GALLo- 
way, ,Chief of the Bureau of Plant In- 
dustry in the Department of Agricult- 
ure, of how he demonstrated the value 
of improved methods in gotton culture 
should interest the people of the South.

According to The 
Wilmington (N. C.) 
Star, a wrong impres-

North by the recent 
dispatches in regard to the school fund 
‘amendment now before the North Caro- 
lina Legislature. As interpreted by The 
Star, ‘‘ the proposed amendment does not 
interfere with the regular school system 
for both races, but gives each race tho 
opportunity to supplement the regula) 
school fund by a special tax if it is 
deemed necessary to have bettér educa- 
tional facilities. After the public has 
done all it can do for the schools for 
either race, the new amendment will give 
ak an opportunity to help themselves 
by an additional tax. The idea is not a 
segregation of the regular school fund on 
race lines.’’ This new presentation of the 
case is not very easily comprehensible to 
the casual reader, and perhaps it was not 
intended to be so. The facts, as we now 
understand them, are these: Under the 
preposed amendment, the regular school 
tax would still be used for the education 
of both races, but certain supplementary 
purposes, which also 
have come to be regular. in: most parts of 
the State, would not as hitherto be ised 
in the same way, but would be appor- 
tioned among white and black children in 
proportion to the respective amounts con- 
tributed by the taxpayers. of the two 
races. In other words, practically all of 
the supplementary fund: would go to the 
white schools. And that would be quite 
unwise enough to justify ‘all the adverse 
comment which the amendment received 
in the North while its details were slight- 
ly misunderstood. This fact is as well ap- 
preciated in the South as in this part of 
the country, and several of the Southern 
newspapers have been prompt to express 
their condemnation. The Columbia (S. C.) 
State, for instance, says that nobody need 
be disturbed because ‘‘some spokesman 
for the International Order of Yaps intro- 
duced a bill m the North Carolina Legis- 
lature providing for an amendment to the 
Constitution limiting the funds for negro 
schools to the taxes collected from ne- 
groes.”’ And The State adds that “ Yaps” 
—a name more easily understood than de- 
fined—are as well distributed, if not quite 
as numerous, as the poor, and that. the 
Carolinas should hot be scolded for having 
their share of a class. fully represented in 
New York, Illinois, and California. 
“There need be no fear,’’ it assures us, 
“that North Carolina. will step back- 
ward” in this matter of educating the 
negro—an assurance which we much pre- 
fer to The Star's explanation and justifi- 
cation.

Losses of Russia and Japan. 


According to statistics compiled by The Lon- 
don Daily Mail, the total losses of Russia and 
Japan for the first year of the war show 240,- 
000, of whom 40,000 were killed or drowned at 
sea, irrespective of those who died from dis- 
ease or privation or were taken prisoners. The 
figures for the Manchurian campaign are given 
as 57,250 Japanese and 111,000 Russians killed 
and wounded, the prisoners being estimated at 
600 and 3,483 respectively. In the Port Arthur 
operations 55,900 Japanese and 11,400 Russians 
were killed or wounded and 32,000 Russians 
eaptured. In addition to this, 1,799 Japanese 
and 2,527 Russians were lost at sea. Of supe- 
rior officers, the Russians have lost 8 Generals 
(including Count. Keller and Gen. Kondra- 
chenko) and 1 Admiral, while 8 Generals and 
4 Admirals surrendered at Port Arthur. So far 
as is known, the Japanese have lost only 2 
Generals. In regard to material, the Russians 
have lost 820 guns, 7 battleships, 13 cruisers, 
and a quantity of other vessels, of a total value 
of £16,500,000, while the Japanese have lost 15 
guns, 1 battleship, 4 protected cruisers, and 2 
coast defense ships. Finally, the total cost of 
the war is estimated at £160,000,000, of which 
£107,000,000 falls to Russia. 

‘‘The figures are tremendous,’’ says The 
London Spectator, “‘ and it ts difficult to read 
them without a certain sense of shame at the 
way in which our trifling losses during the! 
Boer war were written and, taiked about. Our 
excuse must, we suppose, | that minor opera- 
tions often cause more pain to patients than 
those which are great and serious.’’

A FLUTTER OF WINGED THINGS. 


Tribulations of a “Contest of Aviators” 
in Paris. 


From The London Telegraph. 

. PARIS, Feb. 18.—Strange winged things flew, 
or, rather, fluttered, more or less helplessly in 
the Galerie des Machines, where a “‘ contest of 
aviators’ began this afternoon. A wooden 
scaffolding had been erected, when inventors 
let loose their machines. Some_of the latter 
dropped dead to the ground instantly, refusing 
to obey any force but gravitation. Others man- 
uged to keep up in the air for some seconds, 
then were wafted gently down on outstretched 
paper, cotton, or silk wings. 

A few inventors seemed to have paid more at- 
tention to the picturesque than to the practical 
side in their constructions. Several among the 
latter were adorned with real wings taken 
from genuine birds. But the machines had not 
iearned how to use them. One of the inventions 


was a-terrifie affair bristling with, immens¢ . 


feathers, and almost large enough to fir day 
into night, as did the fearsome roc in the One- 
Thousand-and-One Nights. 

The most sensible machines shown were the 
aeroplanes, consisting of structures of large 
surfaces of stretched canvas, with screws and 
rudders worked by light motors. Some of these 
machines traveled a few yards successfully. 
None, of course, were tested with any passen- 
gers on beard, the contest being luckily re 
served for ‘‘ non-mounted ” apparatus. Other- 
wise the list of casualties would have been 
tragic. Most of the machines exhibited were 
only models, and it was noticeable that the 
smaller they were the better they went. Some 
tiny paper birds, propelled by a twisted rubber 
string, flew admirably and poised themselves 
delicately on the heads of visitors. 

The difficulty with the aeroplanes is given in 
a nutshell by the calculation of one inventor, 
who, after killing several unfortunate swallowa, 
seagulls, &c., for the purpose of experimenta- 
tion, has found that the wings of the large 
species have @ span of thirty centimeters, while 
the birds weigh only twenty-seven grams. The 
seagull has a total surface of 880 square centi- 
meters and weighs 300 grams. The span of the 
albatruss wing is 8.30 meters, and its weight 
seventeen kilos.

DEATH LIST OF A DAY. 


Samuel Dexter Ward. 


Samuel Dexter Ward died at his home, 
200 West Fifty-seventh Street, on Sat- 
urday. Until coming here four years ago 
he was a prominent business man in Chi- 
cago. He was born in Hadley, Mass., 
on Nov. 7, 1821, and before going to Chi- 
cago was in business for ten years in 
Boston. He always was active in Mis- 
sion Sunday schools and missionary so- 
cieties and as Elder and Trustee in the 
churches with which he was affiliated. 
In 1851 he engaged in the hardware busi- 
ness with B. W. Raymond in Chicago, but 
retired from the partnership in 1857, when 
appointed City Controller by Mayor John 
Wentworth, On retiring from this office 
after five years he was asked to organ- 
ize the collecting of internal revenue un- 
der George Schneider, and they contin- 
ued together till 1865. In the handling of 
millions of revenue he was able to make 
accurate final accounting at Washington, 
and was congratulated by the department 
for his work. At the organization of the 
Jennings Trust Company, now the Equita- 
ble Trust Company of Chicago, in March, 
1889, Mr. Ward was elected a Director 


and Treasurer, which office he held un- 
til retirement from business, a few years 


ago. 

Tn 1863 Mr. Ward removed to Lake For- 
est, lll., and was a Trustee and the Treas- 
urer of Lake Forest University, and 
Treasurer of the city. In January, 1901, 
he removed to New York. The burial 
will be at Lake Forest. A wife and five 
daughters—Mrs. Harlan P. Beach of 
Montclair, Miss Blien Ward of this city, 
Mrs. Ernest W. Shaw of Tampa, Fla.;

For fourteen months the management of the Long Island 
Railroad has been confronted with the unavoidable necessity of 
an increase in its passenger rates. During the past ten years 
the expenses of the road have increased twice as fast as‘ the 
earnings ; and, with increasing traffic, “.e management has been 
forced to realize that the more passengers the road carried, at 
the rates recently prevailing, the greater would be the loss. 

The road purposes to spend large sums in great improve- 
ments which will.in effect make Long Island a part of the con- 
tinent, having all rail connections with New England and the 
north, on the one hand, and with the south and west, on the 


other. 


There is planned a system of electric traction which 


will cut down the running time, probably reducing by one-half 
the time for passengers on the western end of the Island. 
These undertakings are not only very costly, but also require 


time. 


When they are completed the passenger traffic of Long 


Island can be handled more economically and more efficiently. 
Meanwhile, the road must handle the increasing volume 
of passenger traffic as satisfactorily as possible with its existing 
equipment. It is believed, or at least hoped, that by the recent 
advance in passenger rates the railroad can prevent any further 
increase in the deficit resulting from passenger business. 

The management has felt confident that, when its patrons 
knew the facts in the case, as the officials of the road knew 
them, the advance in rates would seem natural and inevitable. 
The effort of the railroad, therefore, is to explain to the public, 
through the newspapers and otherwise, tfle conditions by which 
the road is affected. The Long Island Railroad conducts its 
business for profit; but it believes that all of its patrons will 
perceive that it can make a profit only by building up its busi- 
ness on Long Island, and that its business cannot be increased 
without, benefiting all other interests of the Island. Long 
Island requires a more efficient and a more thorough service 
than the railroad is yet able to give. If the income of the rail- 
road cannot be increased, then it is inevitable that the standard 
of the service of the road must be reduced, rather than im- 
proved. The policy of the railroad is based upon faith in the 
future of Long Island and confidence in the good sense and 


justice of its people.

FUND FOR CHAMPIONSHIPS 


Tournament Expenses to be Paid by 


Subscriptions and Competitors 


Are Expected to Contribute. 


After many seasons of vicissitude the 
amateur billiard players have agreed 
upon a scheme of organization, National 
in its scope, which will, it is thought, 
overcome the many and varied failures 
and disappointments of the past. The 
new organization is to be founded upon 
the experiences of the National Associa- 
tion of Amateur Billiard Players since 
that association began to manage the 
National championship tournaments six 
years ago. The movement is only the ap- 
| plication of the general principles of the 
| Amateur Athletic Union to the billiard 
ee and followers of the sport in this 
| 





country. It was developed by J. Ferdi- 
nard Poggenburg, Edward W. Gardner, 
and William H. Snyder at the recent 
|}meeting of the amateur association held 
lin the billiard room of the Liedenkranz 
| Club, Fifty-eighth Street and Park Ave- 
| nue.

All of the ama- 
teur billiard players of the country are 
being requested to become members of 
the association, agreeing to pay an an- 
nual subscription of $2. This small fee 
becomes part of the fund with which the 


expenses of the annual championship 
tournaments will be defrayed. Not only 
are actual players and competitors in 
tournaments asked to become members, 
but also all who are interested in the 


fostering of amateur billiards of the 
purest type. Since this idea was pro- 
mulgated it has met with co-operation on 
the part of those interested in the sport 
in both this city and the West. 

It has been agreed that no player is 
to be debarred from contesting in the 
National championship on the ground 
that he has not become a subscriber, but 
it is safe to predict that every com- 
petitor will be a contributor to the fund. 
This fund is in the hands of William H 
Snyder, 130 Fulton Street, New York 
City, who is the Treasurer of the Na- 
tional Association of Amateur Billiard 
Players.

Handicap of Trip Prevents Suc- 
cess Abroad, Says Dwyer. 


‘TRAINER ON FOREIGN TURF 


Richard Croker’s Dobbins, in His Be- 
lief, Is Foremost Stallion in 
England. 


Frank Dwyer, who came home on the 
Caronia yesterday, after devoting him- 
self to racing in England and France for 
the past seven years, reported that a 
|} most successful season had been ex-

nings. 

The American horse, said Mr. Dwyer, 
does not hold his own against the Eng- 
lish horse on the English track, not be- 
cause he is not as good, but simply that 
he cannot overcome the long ocean trip, 
the same applying to the Wnglish horse 
crossing to America. 

Of the American trainers, Mr. Dwyer 
said the most successful possibly was 
Eugene Leigh, who has 200 horses under 
his care in France and who won in 60 
per cent. of the races in which he en- 
tered his horses. William Duke, W. K. 
Vanderbilt's trainer, also had a very suc- 
cessful season, being third in the list of 
winners in France.

tans Twa, a four-year-old Russian Sstall- 
ion, which he recently purchased and has 


entered for two of the big events of the 
approaching season; Belle Ford, Alex 
Castle, which won the November Handi- 
cap, and Sep, which was second in the 
July Stakes.

The fire started about 9 o’clock in the 
| corner room on the ground floor occu- 
pied by Nicholas Vitrello. There are two 
theories to account for the blaze. One is 
that some straw near a stove caught fire 
and another that some one threw a light- 
ed match into a pile of rubbish. 

Vitrello ran out shouting ‘ Fire!” in 
Italian. Those who first heard him could 
not understand, and before the tenants 


became aware of the fire it had gained 
headway on the first floor. When Po- 
liceman Bernard Loughlin of the Oak 
Street Station turned in an alarm the 
floor was well ablaze. When he got back 
with Roundsman Glynn and Policemen 
Kavanaugh they found the tenants in a 
panic. ‘snrough a narruw alley running 
to the street the tenants poured in a mad- 
ly gesticulating torrent. 

In the meantime James Halstead, who 
lived in the house, started out to warn 
tenants on .uwe upper floors. On the top 
floor Halstead found Mrs. Devanney, 
who lived alone, overcome by smoke in 
bed. He carried her to the fire escape, 
passing her to Policeman Loughlin, who 
passed her to his comrades, and so to 
the ground. Mrs. Devanney is said to be 
the stepmother of Police Captain Michael 
Devanney, and is in a serious condition.

FIND FRAUD IN FOOD 
IN 90 PERCENT. OF TESTS 


Provision and Candy Samples 
Show That Law Is Ignored. 


STATE BOARD URGES ACTION 


All Adulterants Cheapen Products— 
Some Are Very Harmful, Say 


Drs. Geisler and Love. 





Chemical analysis of foodstuffs and con- 
fectionery purchased in this city just con- 
cluded by the State Board of Agriculture 
has led to the discovery, according to one 
of the chemists, that 90 per cent. con- 
tained adulterants, which in many cases 
were deleterious. The investigation has 
been carried on quietly since last June 
with the object of prevailing upon the 
Legislature, if possible, to provide funds 
for enforcement of the pure food laws. 
The chemical tests have been made b 
Dr. Joseph F. Geisler, formerly a Profes- 
sor of Michigan University, and Dr. EB. G. 
Love, at one time Professor in Chemistry 
at Columbia. rs 

Two hundred samples of candy pur- 
chased in New York stores were found to 
contain paraffin, particularly caramels, 
chocolates, and molasses candy. Glucose 
was found in nearly ail cheap grades, 
while red and blue aniline had been used 
for coloring gumdrops and sticks of can- 
dy and varnish to give a glossy coating 
for chocolates. Following are extracts 
from the report of Prof. Love: 

“Of sixty-nine catsups, all but one 
showed artificial coloring, In each there 
was benzoic acid, and in many cases the 
coloring matter was cochineal. 

“A sample of alleged blackberry jelly 
proved to be some fruit juice, probably 
apple, to which glucose and artificial col- 
oring had been added. . 

“A sample of maple sugar showed at 
least 90 per cent. of cane sugar, worth 
about 5 cents a pound. 

‘“‘Some samples of honey showed from 
10 to 15 per cent. of cane sugar; others 
had been very largely adulterated with 
glucose.”’ 

Dr. Geisler, at his neg 1,014 Trinity 
Avenue, sald: 

“While many of ieee foreign sub- 
stances are not poisonous or a direct 
menace to health, they are all a violation 
of the law and a fraud on the purchaser 
because without exception they are used 
to cheapen the product. Paraffin is a 
highly indigestible material. Glucose is 
a cheap vegetable sugar, produced for 
commerojal purposes by treating starch 
with dilute sulphuric acid. It ig danger- 
ous to health. The objection to analine 
dyes arose from the fact that we found 
instances in which red analine contained 
arsenic. I have reason to believe that 
since this discovery was made the process 
of manufacture of this dye has been 
changed so as to eliminate this poison. 
In their pure state analine dyes are not 
so bad.” 

Dr. Geisler expressed the opinion that 
the necessary legislation could be pro- 
cured at this term of the Legislature. He 
added: 

“If the laws were strictly enforced for 
one year, I feel convinced that ninety per 
cent. of food frauds would cease, There 
is not a respectable merchant in this city 
who would not like to see the pure food 
laws enforced, were it without discrimi- 
nation. They are at a disadvantage from
